OIL INSPECTION

8. F. 776.

AN ACT to make an emergency appropriation to defray the expenses of oil inspection.
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Towa:

OO CO-3 Ok CON) -

SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated, out of any money in the
state treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of twenty-three
thousand dollars ($23,000.00) to meet a deficiency existing in the an-
nual appropriation for oil inspection, which appropriation shall be ex-
pended for the purposes specified in section two thousand five hundred
seven (2507) of the supplemental supplement to the code, 1915, as
amended by chapter three hundred twenty nine (829), acts of the
thirty-eighth (38) general assembly, (C. C. Sec. 903).

SEC. 2. This act, being deemed of immediate importance, shall be
in full force and effect from and after its publication in the Des Moines
Register and in the Des Moines Capital, newspapers published at Des
Moines, Iowa.
